Of this number 3,771 are now interned, 4,113 have been paroled^ j/- ^ 
and 1,444 released outright after hearings before local Alien Enemy 
Hearing Boards. The remainder were released after preliminary hearings 
before United States Attorneys. 

Hr. Biddle revealed that the 3,771 aliens interned represent 



less than one-half of one percent of the more than 933,000 alien enemie 
\^> in the United States. He explained that the comprehensive files main- 



tained by the FBI make it possible to determine the beliefs and sympathies 
of all aliens of enemy nationality, and that it is the policy of the 
Department of Justice to take into custody for further, investigation and 
hearings all whose loyalty to the United States is in doubt. However, 
only those regarded as dangerous to the internal security of the country 
are interned. 

Among those interned are 1,353 Germans, 111 Italians, 1,798 
Japanese, 6 Hungarians and 2 Rumanians.,

In all instances, aliens are taken before Hearing Boards who 
make recommendations to the Attorney General- in each case, lie then 

f 

determines whether the alien enemy is to be interned, paroled or released. 

Long before the outbreak of v.ar, the Attorney General said, the 
FBI began investigating persons suspected of pro-Axis sympathies. On 
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December 7, 1941, Special Agents of the FBI were able to take into custody 
immediately hundreds of the most dangerous aliens in the United States, 
and by nightfall of the following day a total of 1,771 alien enemies 
had been arrested. ’ 

According to Director J,. Edgar Hoover, typical of the cases 
investigated by the FBI was that of a, young German alien registered for

Selective Service in New York. He told investigators that he would sur- 
render to the enemy at the first opportunity if he were called into

military service. He further admitted that he had worked in a German 
Labor Camp during a trip abroad in 1938, but had been rejected for service 
in the German Army beoause of an eye injury* Pictures of ships in the 
panama Canal and of the lock installations there were found when his 
premises were searched.

In addition to 1004 apprehensions, as indicated in tho above Bchedulo, 
tho Bureau hes-boen advised that n 5 donti^al_ variants have boon .re guested of tho 

Attorney General in 19 other caeee. These recommendations aro still pending in 
the Department. 

In connection vith the foregoing tabulation, I desire to point out that 
the 1004 apprehensions constitute approx inn tely 15,7$ of the total of 6404 German 
alien ennrehenaions vhich have been effected to date in the United States, This 
percentage indicates that approximately one out of every six Germans apprehended 
hen purchased or made application to purchase Rueckvonderer Marks, In tho majority 
of cases, investigation van initiated upon determining that the individual had 
invested or intended to invent in Rueckvonderer Marks, It is to be further noted 
that the 442 Rueckvanderer Mark purchasers vho have been interned upon ordor of tho 
Attorney General repi^esent approximately 2 h . 6$ of the total of 1/fQQ Gonaui alionn 
vho have been interned ©s of March 5, 15?44 # 

As of the above date, 55 of tho 15$ persons vhose citizenship has boon 
revoked under tho Denaturalization Program vore persons vho purchased or made 
anpli cation to purchase Ruock vandorer Marks, Thin number indicator that approxi- 
mately one out of ovary four porsonn vho has boon denaturalized invested in Ruock- 
vandcrer Marks vith tho intention oi* returning to Germany, Tho nbeve number 
constitutes approximately 2^,1$ of tho total number of pornono vho hnvo boon 
denaturalized , 
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I also desire to point out that approximately 5^7 Rueckvonderer Mark 
purchasers vore found at the tine of investigation to be employed In slants engaged 
in the manufacture of essential var materials. The ro ports covering the results 
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llr/jnco Sc-rvjco and lJnvrl ini e-llitfonce, and Information hnn 'boon received front thonot 
n/?<incion Hint, on tho bnf>if> of tho Bureau's roporin and ru'booqtiont invonti gallon 
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by either 0-2 or ONI, approximately 55 of this number hnvo been ordorod discharged 
from their employment, by either the So ere tary of Vnr or Envy. Many of the other 
employees hnvo either been transferred to other departments in unrestricted areas 
vithln the plant or aro under close observation by plant officialo or trusted 

employees.

Although the question of future internments of dangerous Italian aliens 
has not been directly raised , 1 do not believe that Italians presently interned 
should bo released* except upon the facts of an individual case, unless it is 
clearly apparent that it is now safe to announce publicly that in the future no 
Italian alioi will be ordered interned. I do not X’oel that the tiae for such 
action hnc arrived.

The Immigration and Naturalization Service plane to close 
the internment camp at Ft, Kiascula, Jfontana, in the noxt few weeks 
and experience has demonstrated that 0oma^3 and Italians car.nct be 
interned in tho sarno camp satisfactorily/. This situation presents a 
good occasion to review tho whole question of keeping these Italians 
interned as alien enemies. 

Italian seamen. - Host of tho season are here involuntarily, 
have no ties' fiere , ana any aliegianc A is to Italy although, of course, 
at present such allogianco is a confused political natter. It ia 
doubtful that thoy have any alfirnativo political views about Italy 
non, liost of those seamen wero taken from their ships in cur harbors 
and detained in Immigration custody even before wo entered tho war. I 
reconvenes that, with the exception of a fow unreconstructed Fascists 
and old and infins who should be held as alien enemies for repatriation, 
the rer.iaininp seaman be transferred back to Immigration custody as 
sexton who have overstayed their leave so that they may be handled like 
other seamen and if possible be persuaded to reship. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that the Immigration Service trill avoid involuntary reshlpoent 
both in the inter cot of security and in respect for a seaman's genuine 
fear of reprisals against any members of his family in Northern Italy, 
or similar reasons* 

Civilian Italian int ernees . - Even the few internees who are 
not Po ll Id a V 4 y /lo-.orH A i;y " Italy * s fall knot? that thsir Fascist 
vie* 8 aro completely discredited in thsir ccOTnunitics and t hny would 
not fco a danger to their cardaunity if returned on parole* X reconvnend 
that all of then be placed on strict parole rrith the possible exception 
of anyone who still indicates an un^illin^noss to cooperate on thia 
basis*

These tentative 
plans as outlined by Messrs, Ford and Morison contemplated formal endorsement of 
any such directives by the President .through joint Congressional resolutions and 
through the enaotment of legislation supporting and supplementing them. 

TTiis broad program, which was strictly tentative in consideration, was 
to be discussed by Departmental representatives with representatives of the War De- 
partment. The objections of this Bureau to certain features of this program, par- 
ticularly with regard to the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus were made 
known to Messrs. Ford and Morison and the Department’s representatives advised that 
further consideration would be given to this program and as soon as my oonolusive 
drafts were drawn this Bureau’s representatives would again be called^ihto examine 

ViiOllla 

Mr. Morison of the Department orally advised on March 15, 1907, that 
the War Department had been placed on notice with regard to the tentative program 
drawn up by the Department of Justioe. This was seven months ago. 

During the year which ha3 passed since the Department first commenced 
consideration of the above motioned program, the international situation has de- 
teriorated to a marked degree. Furthermore, the administrative reorganization of 
the military forces of the United States has changed with the establishment of a 
Department of Defense. 

ENebOSURE 

I strongly urge that the problem of detention of Communists in the 
event of an emergency involving the Soviet Union and tills oountry bo disoussed by 
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The Attorney General 






Tou will recall that in my memorandum of August $, 19li6, I strongly 
recommended that appropriate legislation to correct the lack of statutory back- 
ing for the detention of persons dangerous to the security of the United States 
be prepared for submission either to a special session of Congress, which might 
be called in the event of such emergency, or to the regular session whioh con- 
vened in January 19^7 • Since that time, not only has the international 
situation become more tense, but the Communists in the United States have in- 
creased their efforts to penetrate those fields of our industry, i.e., machine 
building, transportation and electrical equipment, where acts of sabotage 
would be most dangerous to our defense. I again urge that appropriate legis- 
lation be in readiness, at least, for the next session of Congress. Should 
hostilities commence with a "sneak attack" against the United States by either 
atomic or bacteriological weapons, Congressional enactment of such a program 
might thereafter be physically impossible, or, at least, too late. 

I feel, as I am sure you do, that neither the Department nor the 
Bureau oan afford to delay in such planning as this any lenger. Consequently, 

I urge you to give this problem your inmediate consideration. I particularly 
urge you to consider the issuance of definite and specific instructions as to 
prooedure which shall be followed in the event of an emergency involving the 
United States and the Soviet Union, and that those individuals responsible for 
the carrying out of such procedure be appropriately instructed without delay. 

I would also appreciate your informing this Bureau of any developments 
affecting relations between this country and the Soviet Union which come to your 
attention as a Cabinet Officer which would have any material bearing upon this 
Bureau’s responsibilities, so that I, in turn, can advise ^»nd instruct our field 
representatives. ^

Mrs. Dorothy Gersak, code 13, extension 23262, Archivist, Records 
Appraisal Division, National Archives, telephonically inquired if we were in 
possession of or aware of the location of any group or blocks of records 
belonging to Japanese who were arrested at the outbreak of World War II. 

She is attempting to develop this information in order to answer an inquiry 
from the Archivist at the University of Washington who, in researching the 
history of the seizure of Japanese in the northwest area of this country at the 
outbreak of World War II, has been, on occasion, informed that collateral 
records taken at the time of the arrests were in the custody of the FBI. 

I informed Mrs. Gersak that I was not familiar with any general- ' 
category of records such as she outlined, but, of course, this should not-be . 
confused with the fact that we have security files on various individuals - 
including Japanese as well as other nationalities. Also that while the Bureau 
handled the apprehension of Japanese as well as Germans at the outbreak of « 
World War II, they were immediately turned over to other authorities along / ■ 
with any evidence to be used in determining detention or release. - She was / 
also advised that this Bureau would be glad to consider any specific request 
for information on individuals or groups, but that sufficient identifying data 
necessarily would have to be furnished in order to intelligently consider and 
pass upon the request.
